THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Ossipee, qualified 
to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
House in said Town on the second Tuesday in March 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


Article 1. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for decorating the 
graves of soldiers. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs of 
highways in Summer. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the repairs and 
construction of bridges and pay on the indebtedness 
on Pine River Bridge. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for breaking roads 
in Winter. : 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the destruction 
of gypsy moths and white pine blister. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the Town 


will vote to raise and appropriate for defraying Town 
expenses. 
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Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of One Thousand Nine Hun- 
dred Fifty-one Dollars and Fifty cents ($1,951.50) 
for State Aid Construction, in order to receive Four 
Hundred Eighty-seven Dollars and Seventy-five cents 
($487.75) from the State. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Two Hun.- 
dred Dollars ($5,200.00) for State Aid maintenance 
in order to receive Seven Thousand Kight Hundred 
Dollars ($7,800.00) from the State. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Three Thousand Dollars 
($3,000.00) for Trunk Line Maintenance in order to 
recelve Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00) from 
the State. , 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of One Thousand Dollars 
($1,000.00) in order to receive Two Thousand ($2,000) 
from the State, to make a State Aid Road from Walter 
- Welch’s Store leading to Daniel White’s turn on the 
State Highway. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) to straighten the Valley Road to Rolland 
Park, at such places where the sharp turns and cor- 
ners in the road make it impossible to see approach- 
ing traffic, thereby endangering the lives of all who 
travel over said road. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
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and appropriate the sum of Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) towards the support of the Red Cross Dis- 
trict Nurse for the Town of Ossipee. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to auth- 
orize the Selectmen to sell the stone crusher and equip- 
ment that goes with it. 


Article 14. To see what action the Town will 
take in regard to buying a Tractor for breaking roads 
in Winter. 

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to auth- 
orize the Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of 
taxes and to allow them to make a discount for early 
payment of taxes. 

Article 16. To choose a Selectman for three 
years, Town Clerk, Treasurer, Highway Agents, Aud- 
itors and all other Officers and Agents for the ensu- 
ing year. 

Article 17. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


— 


To the School Board of Ossipee: 


During the year which closed on June 30, 1924, 
no changes were made in our teaching force. All the 
teachers were re-elected for the present year and all 
are continuing in their respective positions. The 
same salary schedule is being maintained. 


In the early part of the spring term last year the 
National Intelligence Tests were given to all Ossipee 
children in the intermediate and grammar school 
groups. While these tests are not intended to be final 
and conclusive they nevertheless have been of great 
assistance in determining the capacities of the child- 
ren. During the present year the Pintner- Cunning-- 
ham Mental Tests are being given to the primary 
groups. Many of the standardized subject tests have 
been given from time to time with encouraging re- 
sults and I plan to make a more extensive use of them 
during the remainder of the year. Inasmuch as they 
are designed to eliminate possible errors in judging 
work, and are scientifically devised, they furnish a val- 
uable aid in checking up the teacher’s estimate of the 
work of the individual pupil. 

In addition to general minor repairs, the interiors © 
of three of the schoolhouses—Ossipee, Brown and 
Water Village—were painted during the summer. Be- 
fore another year opens the interior of the West Ossi- 
pee school should be refinished and certain repairs, re- 
lating to more blackboard space and better sanitary 
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arrangement of the toilets, made at the Granite School. 
Both of these schools are also in need of new window 
shades. 


It is not my intention to say anything in this re- 
port with regard to the construction of the new school 
building, inasmuch as this matter was in charge of a: 
special committee appointed at the last district meet- 
ing, and doubtless this committee has prepared its 
own report. The organization of the building, how- 
ever, which properly comes under my supervision, may 
be of interest to the townspeople. The pupils forming 
the elementary section of the school, comprising 
Grades I through VIII, and drawn from the schools 
operated until the Christmas vacation at Center Ossi- 
pee, Mountainview and Moultonville, and including 
the six children from Ossipee Valley, are grouped in 
three rooms. Grades I and II, numbering forty-one 
children, with Miss Helen Pearl as teacher, comprise 
the primary room; grades III, IV and V, numbering . 
thirty-two pupils, with Miss Helen Colomy as teacher, 
comprise the intermediate room; and grades VI, VII 
and VIII, numbering twenty-nine pupils, with Mrs. 
Alice Merrow as teacher, comprise the grammar room. 
The original plan of grade distribution contemplated 
having the first three grades in the primary room, 
and grades VII and VIII in the grammar room, but the 
large enrollment in grades I and II made this distribu- 
tion impossible. | 

On September 2nd the Ossipee High School was 
started at the Community Hall, the use of which Ly- 
ford Merrow had kindly given us for this purpose, 
with nineteen pupils, and with Mr. Curtis P. Donnell, 
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a graduate of New Hampshire University, 1924, as 
teacher. Upon the recommendation of Deputy Com- 
missioner Walter M. May, State Director of High 
Schools, the school board had voted on August 18th, 
1924 to establish an eight period, six-hour day for the 
school and in addition had adopted the following sub- — 
jects: for the first year pupils, English, Correlated 

Mathamatics, History of Civilization, and one-half 
year each of Commercial Georgaphy and Bookkeep- 
ing. The second-year program included English, Lat- 
in Il, Geometry and French. All of these subjects are 
unit courses of five periods ecah a week, and require 
seven of the eight periods a day. The eighth period is 
largely devoted to a review of the fundamentals of 
the elementary school—Arithmetic, Spelling, hand- 
writing, silent reading, place geography and grammar. 
In this review of the fundamentals in the high school 
our state has become a pioneer, and I believe that this 
move should have the endorsement of every citizen. 


at the close of the fall term Mr. Donnell resigned 
his position to take up newspaper work, and Mr. Fred 
H. Eastman, a Colby College graduate with three years 
experience, was elected in his place. The school now 
occupies the fourth and largest class-room of the new 
building. I am ambitious to see the Ossipee High 
School measure up to the standard of the best high 
schools in the state, and I am sure that it will do so if 
tne parents will co-operate with the school authorities. 
One thing of greatest importance is to see that the 
pupil has the time and opportunity for several hours 
of home study each day. 

4 four-room building of one-hundred twenty-one 
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pupils comprising ten grades, cannot be operated with- 
out some regulations and restrictions. There has been 
a.good deal of unjust criticism of the management of 
the building by people who have not understood the 
problem or appreciated our purposes. The use of the 
splendid play-rorm in the basement—not to the exclu- 


sion of out-of-doors activities, however,— entered into 
all of our calculations for the proper and economical 
use of the building. Certain people protested so - 
strongly against its use on the ground that it was 
dam» and improperly aired that we discontinued us- 
ing it. The room has recently been inspected by the 
builder, the architect and an inspector from the state 
beard of health, and all agree that it is entirely proper 
and desirable to use this room for ‘school activities. 
Supervised plays and games will soon be resumed and 
i trust in the near future equipment for basketball 
practice may be secured. 

February 21, 1925 


In order to get the school building ready for oc- 
cupancy it was necessary on the part of the school 
board to make many special expenditures. These in- 
cluded principally the purchase of seventy-two new 
school-desks, four primary tables and twenty-four pri- 
mary chairs, two teacher’s desks, one sand table and 
twenty-seven window shades. It was also necessary 
to partition off the boiler room to make a fuel bin, pre- 
pare blackboards, and build in ten cupboards for stor- 
ing books and supplies. These things represent a large 
outlay, but every effort will be made to meet the cost 
from the balance available from last year and from 
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current funds, and to end the year on June 380th with- 
out a deficit. 

Before closing I wish to speak of the health work 
being done in our schoois auving the present term. 
On January 1st Miss Esther F. Bacon was engaged as 
resident nurse by the Ossipee Chapter of the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross. In addition to her work as district 
nurse, Miss Bacon has devoted much time to the health 
work of the schools. Junior Red Cross societies have 
been formed at West Ossipee, Center Ossipee, Ossipee 
and Granite. Anything which aids in the fixing of 
permanent health habits in children is certainly of 
great >ractizal value. Miss Bacon has also given much 
time and help in starting the hot noon lunches at the 
Center Ossipee School. ; 


In order to maintain a two-year high school of the 
type we desire it will be necessary to make a somewhat 
larger appropriation for this purpose for the next year. 
I also hope that a plan can be found by which the pupils 
trom the lower end of the town may be able to receive 
the benefits of our new high school. |

Dear Mr. Smart: 

Following my visit to the Ossipee School Building 
of Thursday, January 22nd, I have the pleasure to 
make my final report concerning the building to you 
as Chairman of the Building Committee. 


In its major aspects the building may be regarded 
as completed and in the main, I believe that it has been 
completed in accordance with the plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by me. Messrs. Sheppard and March, 
the General Contractors, have on the whole rendered 
good and efficient service and the Town and the Build- 
ing Committee are to be congratulated on having had 
as General Contractors men of honor and reliability. 

The contranct price of the building has established 
a low record cost for a building of this size and char- 
acter for the years of 19283 and 24 covering the whole 
United States. I shall at a later date give you the. 
exact cost of the building per cubic foot of contents 
and shall at the same time give you similar figures

for other school buildings built in different parts of 
the country during the last two years. 

In completing my report I wish to say that it has 
been a pleasure to work with you and your Committee 
on this project.
